Matters of Importance Considered on 


Tuesday Evening. 


At the regular meeting of the 
Board of Trade Tuesday evening a 
petition from citizens of Colerain, 
Snake 'Spring and Bedford Townships 
requesting co-operation in - a move- 
ment to have the Narrows road 
changed was read. 


,The road at present is so located 
and with such ieavy grades as to be 
nearly useless for hauling purposes 
to the farmers of the townships pe- 
titioning for the change and it is to 
the interest of ^every business man 
in Bedford to do what he can to se- 
cure the change in this road. 


A committee was appointed to 
meet the supervisors of the different 
townships and offer them any as- 
sistance necessary to secure the new 
road, 


Jo. W. Tate, on behalf of the Tate 
estate, "offered free all land required 
to make the new road. 
The matter of hitching posts and a 
place to tie horses for use of farmers 
and others was discussed Und a com- 
mittee appointed with instructions 
to secure a suitable place at once. 
On Tuesday next the Board will 
meet the County Commissioners in 
regard to the building of the Juliana 
Street bridge. 


Officers were nominated, who will 
be elected at the January meeting. 
The business men of our town should 
take a more active interest in the 
affairs of the Board of Trade.

DISPLAY OF FINE APPLES 


Helpful Talks Delivered by Compe- 


tent Speakers—Officers Elected— 


Display Apples Sold. 


The sixth annual meeting of the 
Fruit Growers' Association of Bed- 
ford County convened in the Court 
House Tuesday afternoon. The ses- 
sion was opened with prayer by Rev. 
J. Albert Eyler, after which the ad- 
dress of the President, A. C. Rich- 
ards, was delivered. In his remarks 
Mr. Richards pointed out the neces- 
sity of awaking to the opportunti- 
ties that present themselves and not 
merely rely upon the name "Bedford 
County" fruit. 


A nice profit has been returned to 
the producer who has shipped fruit 
in good shape, hence the necessity of 
making shipments true to standards. 
The crop in the county was short, 
hence the short display. There is al- 
ways a demand for first-class fruit 
and we must meet this demand. 
The Care and Training of the Tree 
was the topic taken up by Prof. E. R 
Lake, Assistant U. S. Pomologist, 
Washington, D. C. He told of the 
planting 'oi an orchard in West Vir- 
ginia in very stony soil. The holes 
were dug and the roots cut back to 
four inches and dipped in clay mud. 
After the trees were set the earth 
was tramped close to the roots. The 
trees were cut back to 16 or 18 
inches. 
The next year they were 
pruned to three limbs to form the 
top of the tree. The speaker, in re- 
sponse tb a query, said fall-planting 
is decidedly preferable to spring, and 
also advocated the use of one year 
old trees. 


W. J. Lewis of Pittston then took 
up the topic—Sod Mulch vs. Cultiva- 
tion for Apples. In the course of his 
remarks he said, we must store up 
water by some process and sod is 
nature's 
method; 
cultivation 
is 
man's. The sod mulch is the cheap- 
er. 
Grow clover and timothy and 


mow several times a year, depend- 
ing upon conditions. 


A home-made fertilizer made as 
follows was recommended for orch- 
ards: 400 Ibs. nitrate of soda, 400 
Ibs. muriate of potash, 400 Ibs.

A demonstration in packing apples 
wrapped in paper in boxes was made 
by Mr. Lewis, which was instructive, 
the accompanying remarks pointing 
out the advantages of fruit thus pre- 
pared for market.

Lake, on The Importance of Packing 
and Packages, he cited the fact that 
9 0 % of the tenement dwellers buy 
their apples by the quarter peck, 
while many others will pay 20 cents 
per dozen for choice fruit. 
If you 
will display a fair sample of your 
apples in an unbroken package in a 
fancy fruit store, displaying your 
name and seal, it will bring you 
orders, but a brand on the barrel or 
box should be a guarantee of the con- 
tents.

Missions in California—Santa Bar- 


bara., San Diego, San Francisco, 


Solaiio—Teaching Indians. 


(It has been gratifying to know 
that some of the foregoing articles 
have found their way into the public 
school room in Lancaster County, 
and there read by the pupils and 
teacher as supplementary material to 
Geography. 
With this thought in 


view, the writer feels repaid for care 


.. exercised in securing accurate infor- 


mation on the subjects discussed. 
Here it may be well to mention that 
every item and figure has been ac- 
curate and trustworthy, each fact be- 
ing a personal experience or one got- 
ten from reliable resources while on 
the trip.) 


Of the 21 Missions founded in the 


State of California, the Santa Bar- 
bara (Saint Barbara, Virgin & Mar- 
tyr) Mission holds the most beauti- 
ful location, is the be,st preserved and 
most substantial, is "the most exten- 
sive and most interesting. 
In the 


order 
founded 
by the Franciscan 


Fathers, it stands tenth, with San 
Diego first and San Francisco, Solano, 
last, the dates of the three in order 
being 1769, 1786 and 1823. Accord- 
ing to the pious Catholic custom of 
placing every river, country, moun- 
tain, etc., under the patronage of 
some saint, usually the one whose 
memory was celebrated on the day 
of discovery, this locality was named 
for St. Barbara, the navigator Sebas- 
tian Vizcaino having 
entered 
the 


channel on the feast of the Virgin 
Martyr St. Barbara, as far back as 
December 4th, 1602. This navigator 
remained near the shore but four 
d#.ys, and on the feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception, turned the point 
thereafter known at Point Concep- 
tion. 


On approaching the "building odd 


in design, the first object of interest 
one meets is the o.ld fountain built in 
1808 and still playing. To the right 
of this, inside the fence, is the old 
lavatory built of cement in the shape 
of a huge bath tub. Here, in early 
years, the Indian was taught to take 
the evening bath as a part of the 
Christianizing teaching of labor and 
cleanliness. 
These structures were 


doubtless the work of the faithful 
Indian neophytes, who carried the 
great oak beams from the hills of 
San Marcos for the construction of 
the buildings proper. It is said that 
Chief Yanonalit, the ruler of the 
neighboring natives, proved friendly 
by contributing Indians to the Fath- 
ers, their labor to be paid with food 
and clothing. 
Gradually the Indian population 


grew about the Mission. Homes for 
individual families were built and 
the neophytes were taught the art of 
soap 
making, 
weaving 
blankets, 


making of clothes and necessary 
farming implements. 


Time and again, the student monk, 


whx? served as our guide, referred to 
the great ambitions and labors of 
/Father Junipero Serra. 
This Span- 
/" ish missionary among the Indians, 


Founder and First Superior of the 
California Missions, was much disap- 
pointed with the interference in his 
plans by the Spanish Governor, Neve. 
Father 
Serra, 
who 
had 
already 


founded nine Indian schools or Mis- 
sions, received the death knell to the 
cause when making preparations for 
establishing the tenth, that of Santa 
Barbara. 
Heretofore, the temporal 


as well as the spiritual affairs of the 
Indians had been controlled by the 
missionaries. 
Now the Governor de- 


manded a change and required the 
Fathers to confine themselves to the 
spiritual interests alone. 
This heavy 


blow to Fr. Serra compelled him to 
refuse the establishment of his in- 
tended new Mission, and 
further- 


more, did much to undo what had 
beep, accomplished in those already 
founded and brought them all to the 
verge of ruin. 
Closely following this disappoint- 


ment, Fr. Juijipero Serra died and 
Governor Nevllfollowed"closely after. 
The new Governor Fages requested 
Fr. Fermin Lasuen. to proceed with 
Father Serra's intended mission on 
the principles that had made his 'ear- 
lier work successful, and, awaiting 
the proper day as previously men- 
tioned, December 
4th, the 
great 


Cross was planted on the 
rocky 


heights about two miles from the 
seashore, thus starting a Mission that 
has always been in the care of one or 
more Franciscan Fathers, even to 
this day. 
One would suppose these student 


monks, serving as guides, would tire 
of telling the story over and over to 
the hundreds of tourists who regard 
this spot as a sort of Mecca. But our 
guide told it with a modest pride. 
With everything so still, and no oth- 
ers of his class in sight about the 
place, one would also have supposed 
he lived a hermit, had he not told of 
it being the House of Studies for the 
Franciscan students of Philosophy 
and Theology on the Pacific coast.

erected, means of subsistence were 
taught so that some became carpen- 
ters or masons, blacksmiths, horse 
herders, tailors, weavers, soap mak- 
ers, tanners, cooks, bakers, saddlers, 
brick-makers, millers, etc., the girls 
being' removed from the evil influ- 
ences of the camp to the beautiful 
courtyard, were taught spinning and 
the art of making clothes. 
Before 


the existence of the missions, the In- 
dians on the coast raised absolutely 
nothing. In spite of the crude imple- 
ments designed by the Fathers and 
made 
by 
the 
inmates, 
farming 


thrived so that previous days and 
years 
of 
famine were' forgotten. 


Averaging the products from those 
raised in 4S years, the Indian liad to 
his credit about 3,600 bushels of 
wheat, 600 of barley, 600 of corn, 
62 of beans, each year, with peas, 
lentils, 
horse-beans, 
grapes 
and 


fruits additional. 
To the work of 


the missionaries must be given the 
credit for the existence of the splen- 
did fruits and crops produced in Cal- 
ifornia, for all have been introduced 
by the Franciscans. The Indians pre- 
viously raised nothing, not even the 
characteristic corn of the East. Nor 
was this all they were taught. The 


ies there. 
The student would naturally ask, 
"What did these missionaries actu- 
ally accomplish?" The ariswer would 
be a lengthy narrative. 
The chief 
idea was to have the Indian know 
and learn the teachings of their Cre- 
ator. But the class of Indians living 
in /that state were of the lowest class 
in existence, so that it would seem 
ttrange at first thought why some 
other fieW was not selected by the 
leathers. Humooldt classed the in- 
tellect and morality of the Calif or- 
nian native as that belonging to the 
lowest species of humanity, and yet 
great results were achieved.

.listory, 4,681 Indians received bap- 
tism. Their ranks had been deprived 
of the so-called sorcerers, and Chris- 
tian matrimony and burial rites be- 
came a desirable change.

records show that at one time 18,0,00 
head of cattle, sheep, goats and 
swine were common property of a 
race that earlier were content with 
nothing.

dians until such time would arrive, 
when they could control their own 
earnings, thus teaching thrift. 


Unassumingly, the guide led the 


way up a narrow stairway of sand- 
stone and cement into the towers. 
Here we could see the church roof 
covered with the tiles made by the 
Indians. 
The tower contained twp 


old bells-fastened" hy rawhide'thongs 
to a beam of wood. Both these are 
tolled only, while higher in the tower 
'was a more modern bell used for toll- 
ing and ringing. 
Both bells had the 


same inscription—Manvel Vargas Me 
Fecit, Aiio Be 1818 Mision De Santa 
Barbara De JJa Nveba California 
(Meaning they were made in the 
year of our Lord 1818 for the Mis- 
sion of S. B., Upper California); 


A remark was passed regarding 


"The 
Sacred 
Garden," where no 


woman is allowed to enter unless she 
be a ruling queen or the wife of the 
President of the U. S. This garden 
is the private quarters of the priests 
and therefore closed to the public. 
But two women have been granted 
admission, Mrs. Benjamin Harrison 
and Princess Louise, Marchioness of 
Lome. 
Jilrs. McKinley was given 


permission, but illness prevented her 
acceptance. 


Down the staircase and into the 


church we went. At least 125 feet 
long, this hall of worship contained 
most valuable altars and paintings 
suggesting solemnity. 
Beneath the 


floor of this sanctuary lay the re- 
mains of five of the early mission- 
aries, and the remains of the first 
bishop rest in a tomb under the floor 
near the Altar. 
Next entrance was 


gained to the cemetery, a plot of 
about an acre where lay buried 4,000 
Indians. Here the wall of the church, 
destroj ed by an earthquake, was 
shown to have been rebuilt to the 
thickness of eleven feet. The wall of 
the building in general was made of 
sundned clay six teet thick. 


This garden was adorned with 


palms and flowers. A banana palm 
bearing fruit was no more attractive 
than the modest herb called Job's 
Tears, the seeds of which were strung 
into strings of beads. 
Story after 


story was given concerning venerable 
spots within the walls of that quaint 
old cemetery now closed to burial. 
We left this bower of roses, geran- 
iums, rare plants and trees with re- 
gret; "a sensation of grave respect 
swelling up within invited the visitor 
to remove a hat as long as in sight of 
this holy sepulcher. 


With nothing said regarding the 


treasures still stored within its walls, 
we move away from perhaps the only 
edifice in America that holds within, 
a portion of the true cross brought 
from the Holy Land.

•The report of the soil survey of 


Bedford County, Pa., maqp several 
months ago by the Bureau of Soils, 
Department of Agriculture, will soon 
be issued. 


The county contains an area of 


682,8SO acres, and is situated in the 
southwestern part of the state. Prac- 
tically all the county lies in the Ap- 
palachian Valley. 
The climate is 


equable and healthful. 


The principal crops of the county 


are corn, oats, wheat, tomatoes and 
buckwheat, with considerable portion 
of the territory used for orchard, 
alfalfa, soy-beans and truck crops. 
Winter wheat is the staple money 
crop and is grown on all the soils and 
by nearly all the farmers, .with an 
average yield of about 2.0 bushels to 
the acre. The corn yield runs as high 
as 50 bushels to the acre, while 85 
bushels have been reported. 
Oats 


have reached as high as 70 bushels to 
the acre. Buckwheat averages about 
11 bushels with a higher yield of 25 
bushels per acre. 
The potato crop 


yields from 100 to 150 bushels per 
acre. Practically all of the soils of 
tne county produce good grass with 
a good yield. 
Clover is generally 


grown throughout the county, with 
good,, yields. 
Alfalfa- is grown suc- 


cessfully oh several of the soils of the 
•county and develops four to five tons 
per,acre.... T.he .oak, beech and hick- 
ory .mainly make up the timber area 
of the county.

SIGHT SEEING IN CAUFORNIA 


Bedford Coiaitians Visit Iioug Beach, 


Catalina Island and Los Angeles. 
Pomona, Cal., November 26, 1912, 
Tuesday morning, November 19, J. 


B. Snowberger, A. T. Replogle, N. S. 
Kagarise, and their wives and Mrs. 
Hattie Kagarise, all of New Enter- 
prise, and M. P. Brumbaugh and 
wife, of California, went to Los 
Angeles, where we made our tempo- 
rary home during the week while we 
took in several sightseeing, trips. 


The first day (Tuesday) we went 


to Long Beach, where we spent a 
very enjoyable day and evening. 


A little more than two years ago 


we had the pleasure of bathing in the 
Atlantic Ocean, while this day we en- 
joyed a similar experience in the 
Pacific Ocean, and as this was No- 
vember 19, we found the water a lit- 
tle cooler than it was at Atlantic City 
during the middle of August, yet we 
enjoyed it very much. 


At Long Beach they have one large 


ocean pier with a few places of 
amusement on the back end of it, 
while all their other entertainments 
are located along the beach, such as 
'the Airship Spiralway, the Scenic 
Railway, and the Hippodrome, etc. 


During the evening we went to the 


Auditorium where we heard the Long 
Beach Municipal Band render some 
very excellent music with-E. H. Wil- 
ley as their director. 


After staying all nighj at this place 


we boarded a trolley car and went to 
San Pedro Harbor, where we were 
joined by our son, L. R. Kagarise, 
and after taking in some of the sights 
at this place we went on board the 
ship Hermosa for a trip to Catalina 
Island which lies 27 miles off the 
coast of Southern California. 
This 


island is 22 miles long and from 
eight miles to half a mile wide. 
It 


has 55,000 acres of parks and moun- 
tains and is the private property of 
the Santa Catalina Island Company, 
converted by them into a vast pleas- 
ure ground. 


As we left San Pedro Harbor we
